HOW LONG "SUPPLY LASTS 

After a stoppage whic 
on November 1, 1928 { 
ing over nine month), water will 
once more he available, as from 
Thursday. through the house taps 
in the rider main districts. 

Because the drought in-the re- 
cord minimum “rain year” forbade 
anything through the taps, re- 
course was had to street foun- 
tains, the hours of which were 
gradually decreased to four a day. 
Recent rainfall-has brought some 
relief. Accordingly, .from 12 
hours throurh the fountains (Cone 
of the less severé of the stages of 
rationing) a return is made to 
two hours a day (at different 
limes in different districts} 
through the taps. 

In its official notification, the 
Public Works Department states 
“Water will not be turned on to 
houses where pipes and fittings 
are found to be defective.” 

Landlords Must Co-operate 

The Chinese members of the 
Levislative -Council ‘go further. 
They make a strong appeal to the 
community to take meticulous care 
and wage unceasing. watch against 
wastage, be it no more than a 
trickle. The “China / Mail? has 
been asked to say that where there 
is leakage on only ‘one floor of a 
house, it may be necessary to cut 
off supplies to the whole building 
in order to rectify the evil. 

Landlords are particularly re- 
quested “to play the game.” Al- 
though they themselves may not 
“be ‘the occupants of tenements 
coneerned, it is their duty to pro- 
vide “pipes. and. fittings” that are 
not “defective.” A prediction is 
made now that ‘there will be at 
least some landlords: who will not 
bother; and others who will not 
stir even after pitiful applications 
by tenants -for attention. Land- 
lords of vacant property are also 
informed by their . spokesmen on 
the Council that ‘the onus is on 
owners to make constant inspec- 
tion of empty houses to ascertain 
that water is not running to 
waste. 

Quantity in Storage 

With the -new conditions on 
Thursday, water in the principal 
mains will be available from 4 
am. to 7 p.m. daily. j 

This morning, Hong Kong Island 
had 1,264 million gallons in stor- 
age, a steady “gain” over yester- 
day, but still very. far off. from 
anywhere near maximum or even 
safety. 

It was announced that on to-day's 
basis of consumption, 4% million 
gallons a-day will be drawn off the 
reservoirs, .On this figure, the sup- 
ply (on the assumption that no fur- 
ther rainfalls and no more water 
flows in from the catchwaters) 
ought to last about nine months, or 
into May next year. May this year, 
it will be recalled, did not see the 
end of the prolonged drought al- 
though the rainy season, commences 
earlier normally, ;

Hole, surveyed the batch of mis- 
ereants—men and women who took ay 
keen delight. in breaking the rules of 
the harbour. 

A woman. was nursing hee baby. The

One brave woman summoned enough 
courage to tell the Magistrate that, 
while it was true that she and her 
friends did make fast their crafts to 
the steamer. it was not under way. 
The vesel was standing still as she was 
doing before her “Tai, Yan”. (big man). 

They sat down, and although by a 
pronouncement of the Magistrate, they 
were $10 the poorer, they: did not care. 

Commander Hole ruffed his hair, ap- 
parently ruminating the great thought 
in his mind as to wiiy boatwomen were 
so. case-hardened. Was it the salty 
breeze that had seasoned 
made them fine-proof? 

Apparently finding no satisfactory 
solution in the problem the Magis- 
trate called for next case.

OFFICER'S GRAPHIC STORY 
“A graphic story ‘of the stranding

“Speaking of the disaster, our 
informant: was unstinted in his 
praise of the excellent work done by 
the Taikos tug-and the Government 
rescue tug, “Kau Sing.” He said 
that he was asleep in his cabin at 
the time, the master, Capt. Edmond- 
son, and the second mate, being on 
the bridge. He heard a loud crash, 
and immediately after a general 
eommotion took place on the upper 
deck. 
Hopes Shattered 


"Although there were almost 1,000 
souls on board including crew and 
emigrants, and among the latter 
were a number of women and chil- 
dren, there was nothing nearing a 
panic. All behaved in a most order- 
ly manner when they realised that 
their future hopes in a strange land, 
where fabulous wealth was supposed 
to be waiting. for them to pick up 
(metaphorically speaking) was, 
through an act of fate, so far re-| 
moved from their grasp. 

After having been told. by the 
master that nothing could be done, 
and that. their safety lay in being 
taken off the stranded steamer by 
some passing ‘vessels, most of the 
emigrants calmly went to sleep again 
on the upper deck. 

Menace of Rocks 


It was a boisterous morning, heavy 
seas were running to the accompani- 
ment of a strong wind, and the fear 
was entertained that the “Lok Sun” 
| would be smashed by coming con- 
stantly in -contdet with the rugged 
rocks, 

. The foremost part of the steamer 
was then Jifted right. above. water 
with only-a portion’ of ‘her ‘aft in 
Tt ‘was most: fortunate 
that her engines were housed in the 
aft, and not amidship. The engines 
trooms were therefore not. flooded 
and the engines not put out of order. 


A wireless message was flashed; 


out, and when those on board sight- 
ed the “Kau Sing” steaming to their 
rescue, they heaved a sigh of relief. 
The anxiety and suspense told on 
the master and officers. | 

Transfer of Passengers 

“When the “Kaw Sing” got svithin 
distance, she was unable to get 
alongside owing to the heavy seas. 
A line was. thrown out to ‘her by the 
“Lok Sun" and keeping in touch 
with each other in this manner, the 
rescue tug- did excellent work in 
transferring the passengers and 
their belongings from the stranded 
ship to the tug. 

The. Taikoo tug came on the seene 
shortly afterwards, and; by a piece 
of smart maneuvring, she sueceed- 
ed in getting alongside -the “Lok 
Sun’ In fairness to the “Kau Sing” 
it must be mentioned that the seas 
were not so rough when the Taikoo 
tug camé on the scene.

AFFAIRS 


PUBLICLY EXAMIN ED 


‘BANKING CORPORATION AND 
CHINESE AUDITOR 


REVERSE — NOT FAILURE 
. 

_ Mr. Noel Instone Brewer was 
publicly ‘examined before his 
Honopr. the. Chief Justice (Sir 
Henry Gollan. ‘GBE., K.C.). in the 
Supreme Court this morning in con- 
nection with the winding-up of the 
Instone Banking Corporation, Ltd. 


The examination was conducted . 


by the Official Receiver, Mr..E. L. 
Agassiz. 

In reply te questions, Mr. Brewer 
said that as a barrister-at-law, he 
had some knowledge of legal mat~ 
ters and of company law. He pre- 
pared the Articles of Association of 
the Instone Banking ‘Corporation. 
Except for litigation, he attended 
to all legal matters for the Instone 
Banking Corporation. 

Knowledge of Finance 

When Mr. Agassiz asked “Have 
you also some knowledge of finance 
and accounting?” Mr. Brewer re- 
plied: - “I think so.” 

“Mr. Brewer added that he claim- 
ed to know accounts thoroughly and 
that he was responsible for those 
accounts as far as the books. of the 
Instone Banking Corporation went. 

From its inception. until liquida- 
tion, Mr.’ Brewer said, he had beer 
connected with the LB.C. 

- He denied: that he took part in 
the actual formation. He produced 
the. idea of taking over his agree- 
ment for the sale of bonds, 

Trustee banking was intended to 
have been a very prominent feature 
of the business. The sole. reason, 
Mr. Brewer stated in answer to fur- 
ther questions, for forming the 
Bank was “trustee and bonds’’=—. 
but this was modified later, : 


On December 24, 1927, by resolu- } 
tion, a managing director was ap- ,

PRAISE FOR.EMPIRE MARKETING 
BOARD pad ge 


Mr, Thomas Bradshaw, president of 
the .Canadian ‘National Exhibition, 
Toronto, who has been on a visit to 
Great Britain, said in an_ interview 
before his departure that Canada was 
anxious to «purchase British goods, 
and that it was up to the manufactur- 
ers to take full advantage of 
that desire, and make a point of study- 
ing the market more intensively and 
at first hard. : 

‘My attention has been drawn to 
recent statements made by eminent 
mien of public life on that ever increas- 
ing problem of the expansion of the 
export trade of this country through- 
out the Empire, particularly Canada. 

“The subject is an exhaustive one 
and time ‘will not.permit me to ex- 
press other than 4 passing opinion. on 
this subject as a result of my past 
experience, which very abviously mus 

special bearing on Canadian 
Canada is ready at all time 
to buy within the Empire, and the 
manufacturers of this country can be 
assured that the purchasing public of 
the Dominion wil! follow that policy 
on every -possible. vecasion. To reach 
the market certain difficulties must be 
overcome, and. I make no unfair 
criticism when I suggest that these 
difficulties in most cases have pri- 
marily proved to be the lack of know- 
ledge of the Dominion and the best 
method of merchandising: What is 
required is for more principals of the 
manufacturing concerns of this coun- 
try ‘to visit Canada-to make a close 
study of the actual conditions 
are confronting them with their trade 
with the Dominion. 5 

“The participation of the Empire 
Marketing Board in our exhibition last 
year was in my ppinion, the. greatest 
scheme of propaganda undertaken! by 
His Majesty’s Government -in any 
part of the British Empire. It cer- 
tainly afforded’ the many thousands of 
visitors an opportunity of realising 
the policy, sentiment and desire of 
His Majesty’s Government through the 
Empire Marketing Board to further 
the general interests of Empire trade. 
Let me make myself clear. 
Canada appreciated much ‘more than 
IT can say the magnificent support ac- 
eredited -to the exhibition by the 
board’s display. It is an accepted 
fact that the Governments in all parts 
of cur Empire are ‘anxious to assist 
in the development of trade, especial- 
ly export, but as a business man I 
cannot overlook the fact that while 
the Governments will offer a willing 
hand the only authority that can 
emulate a policy of expansion of trade 
is ume individual manufacturer him- 
self. . 

“The Canadian National Exhibition 
is tightly and correctly referred to as 
‘The Gateway to the Canadian 
Market,’ and it presents @ most use- 
ful medium of analysis. Manu- 
facturers from this country would cer- 
tainly be in a position to ascertain the 
possibility of placing their goods in 
the Dominion. 

“I would like to assure all business 
men in this country, who may be 
visiting Toronto during the period of 
the exhibition, that the directors will 
extend to them a most cordial wel- 
come and will offer any assistance 
that may be within their power.”

BRITISH FILMS 
SUCCESS OF INTERNATIONAL 
PICTURES, LTD. 


In view of the recent reports of trou- 
bles-in the film-producing industry 
some encouragement as. to its future 
will . be derived from the report of 
Bfitish International Pictures, | Limited, 
the large British film-producing com- 
pany which owns studios at Elstree. 
The company was formed only’ in 1926, 


and its report for the year to March 
31, 1928, showed no profits on the com- 
pany’s productions, as their public ex- 
hibition in Britain did. not begin untii 
September, 1928. 2 . 

The directors are now able to show 
net trading profits of £194,651 for the 
past: year, after deducting interest 
charges and income-tax, and to an- 
nounee a dividend, of 15 per cent. on 
the Ordinary capital. Moreover, 
£40,000 is transferred to reserve from 
profit and‘loss, and with the addition 
of premiums from new share issues the 
reserve is raised te £235,512, from 
which. share issue ‘expenses amounting 
to £23,375 are to be written off. The 
company’s activities have widened con- 
siderably during the past year and the 
balance-sheet reveals: substantial ex~ 
pansion in the chief items, The issued 
shire capital now amounts to 
£1,000,000, of which £250,000 is in 
Eight per Cent. Cumulative Preference 
shares of £1. c 

It is now proposed to create an addi- 
tional £250,000 of Preference and 
£250,000 of Ordinary capital, although 
it is not the, intention to issue the 
latter at present. The company is fa- 
vourably placed for making talking 
pictures, for last, January the directors 
proceeded to instal the necessary plant 
for such films, with the result that the 
recording of full-length talking pic~ 
tures started in March. Arrangements 
have been made for a continuous out- 
put of such pictures,

SNOBBERY IN ANCIENT 
ROME 
“The newly freed slave. had 
additional. difficulties to face on en- 
tering free Roman society. Not 
only was he hampered by obligations 
to his former master, but in com- 
parison ‘with the free-born he found 
himself on a distinctly lower social 
plane, and he laboured under many 
disabilities which were the -heritage 
of his servile days. Nothing, not 
the most unselfish patriotism, not 
the. most, enlightened public spirit, 
not the possession of new-swon 
wealth, not even the friendship and 
confidence of an emperor, could wipe 
out the original stain of slavery..:. 
Slaves, on being freed,’ passed into 
socicty, if not with Greek cognomine, 
at least with names. that suggested 
or even betrayed a servile origin. 
Suecessus, Doma, Apparatus, Pri- 
mitivus, Primigenius, Optatus, Felix 
[ie. the judge of St. Paul], Fortu- 
natus, Amatus, were shunned -not: 
only by aristocratic Romans but also! 
by poorer citizens of the native 
Latin stock,’ . 
Prejudice of Romans 
- ‘As actors, charioteere and gladia- 


ther as the employees of .their 
masters or as independent citizens

these professions. How strong was, 
the prejudice of Romans against‘ 


ecrations hurled against Nero when 
he forced nobles to perform in public 
and eventually followed in their 
wake himself.

In fact, policemen seize almost 
everything except the persons they 
arrest. In that matter they have 
to be gentle. 

An arrest has to be made quietly, 
using no more force than is neces- 
sary, and intimation of arrest has 
to be conveyed by taking the Per- 
son’s arm—not seizing it—or ‘in 
some way restraining his freedom 
of movement.

M. V. “BREMEN” 


THE N.D.L. SUPER-LINER AT 
: SOUTHAMPTON '- - 


. DETAILS OF VESSEL 


“The new Norddeutscher Lloyd liner 
“Bremen,” which was accommodated in 
Southampton’s 60,000-ton floating dock, 
says the “Journal of Commerce’s” 
Southampton correspondent) left a few 
day’s late for Bremerhaven to pre- 
pare for her maiden voyage. The work 
of painting. and examining her has 
been expeditiously carried out. by 
Messrs. Harland and Wolff, Ltd., and 
instead of a longer stay, it was found 
hat 48 hours sufficed for the work to 
be completed. 

During her stay the directors and 
lending officials of the Jeading British 
shipping companies have inspected the 
ship and with one accord have highly 
praised her. 4f 

The “Bremen” and her sister: ship, 
the “Europa,” which, it. will be re- 
called, was badly damaged. by fire 
when nearing Sompletion at Hamburg, 
are the greatest liners built in Ger- 
many since the war. 

When the “Bremen” arrived off 
Netley one morning after 
havitig laid at anchor in Cowes Roads 
during the night; she was met by six 
tugs, who clustered round her to assist 
in the dry docking operation, The 
Alexandra Towing Company’s 
“Sloyne” and “Alexandra” operated at 
her bow and the same company’s 
“William Poulson” and. “Romsey” 
astern, while the Isle of Wight Com- 
pany’s tugs ‘“Clausentum” and 
“Canute” assisted in keeping her 
straight while actually entering the 
submerged floating dock. 

Expeditious Docking 

The docking was carried out very ex- 
-peditiously under the direction of Cap- 
tain E. W. Harvey, M.B.E,, the dock- 
master and outdoor assistant, Southern 
Railway Co., and by 7,30 a.m. the 
mechanical ‘shores were centring the 
vessel over the keel blocks. Shortly 
afterwards the pumping operations 
were begun, and about noon the ship 
was high and dry. As the dock steadi- 
ly lifted scores of men from Messrs. 
Harland Wolff, Ltd., serubbed ‘the big 
ship’s hull to free it-from weed, and 
thus expedite the application of the 
first of scveral coats of’ paint which 
will: be applied during her stay at 
Southampton. — 

The “Bremen” had a remarkably 
successful veyage round from Bremer- 
haven when she demonstrated in no un- 
certain mianner that the high expecta- 
tions: which have been placed in her 
both by the builders and owners are to 
be justified. = 

In spite of the fact that her bottom 
was exceedingly foul—the result of 
her stay in the water at Bremen 
while being completed—I understand 

that she averaged 26.6 knots for a 

period of three hours with ease and 

that during a spurt for one hour ghe 
maintaingd 28 knots. . - ; 

‘As a result of these achievements. 
the: “Bremen” can - quite weil’ be 
classed as an Atlantic greyhound of 
the fastest type ,and the day can. be 
foreshadowed although perhaps -not 


at present, when she will be setting 


up times for the Atlantic crossing, 

which will rival, if not eclipse, those 

which bave been retained by the 
famous. Cunarder “Mauretania” for 
so many years. 

Her engines worked with theut- 
most smoothness, and the ship proved 
herself to he most seaworthy, 

2 Dimensions 
The “Bremen” is also a remarkably 

interesting -vessel fromthe point of 
view of dimensiops for although her 
tonnage is only 46,1000 tons she has 2 
length between —perpendiculars of 
888.1ft:, a beam of 101.7it., and a 
moulded depth of 53.7it, These figures 
permit of. some interesting comparisons 
with other large vessels still afloat, 
not the least interesting of which iz 
her width, which is greater then any 
other merchantman aflcat,-this being 
nearly 2it. in excess of that of the 
“Majestic.” From the point of view 
of a fair comparison, however, the 
White Star “Olympic” (46,439 -tons)- 
cannot. be bettered, and when the. de- 
tails ape arrayed side by side the dif- 
|ferenee is astounding. . 

The “Bremen,” for. instance, is 36ft. 
longer than the “Olympic,” ' which is 
862.6ft. ‘between perpendiculars, . and 
she has also an advantage in beam 
amounting to Sft., that of the White 
S¥ar liner being 92.5ft.' Her moulded 
depth is, however, 6ft. less. 

From the -pomt of view of. external 
design the “Bremen” is a fascinating 
study, for she has a. very bluff bow, 
which “falls” into a bulb underwater. 
Her lines are delightful, as may 
gathered from the fact that her for- 
ward deck has an.overhang from the 
bow varying from dft. to 15ft.

The Interior 

The interior of the “Bremen” is 
magnificently appointed, and has been 
treated-in original style. The: effects 
obtained are delightfully charming, 
and when the ship sails on her maiden 
voyage she will worthily maintain the. 
traditions of the great and enterpris- 
ing company to which she has been 
built. At the present time her interior 
is incomplete, but the large number of 
German workmen who have travelled 
to Southampton in the ship will have 
finished their labours ere the new liner 
ieaves on her maiden: trip. : 

During her: voyage from  Bremer- 
haven, the “Bremen” steamed ‘eldse to 
the same company’s “Stuttgart,” which 
was homeward bound from: New York, 
and needless to say, she received a most 
enthusiastic réception. The crew of the 
“Stuttgart” lined the deck, and the 
band played her a greeting. 

The “Bremen” will require a crew of 
approximately 950, and as evidence of 
the big inerease.in the complement 
needed to man her as compared with 
the “Columbus,” which, previous to 
the advent of the “Bremen,” was the 
company’s biggest ship, it can be stat- 
ed that’ the engine-room staff alone 
shows a 90 per cent: increase. Half as 
many crew again as are required for 
the “Columbus” will be needed for the 
“Bremen” and the “Europa,” and every 
comfort has been provided, even to 
hot and cold running water in. their 
quarters, as well: as adequate social 
rooms, ; 

Private Bathrooms - 

One facility. which has been intro- 
duced on a large scale, namely, state- 
rooms with their own private bathroom, 
is worthy of comment, if only because 
it shows how the Norddeutscher Lioyd 
have studied the amenities whieh are 
looked for by the American public 
when ‘travelling. Just as. holiday- 
makers from the States seek hotels in 
Europe with bedrooms and private 
bathrooms, so they will book on a vessel 
so equipped. Therefore, in order to 
meet this: demand, the company have 
installed in the “Bremen” 180 rooms 
with a bathroom ‘attached, and 100 
rooms with shower baths. ~~ 

From the purely technical point of 
view the “Bremen” is splendidly equip- 


ped, and apart from the elaborate | 


system of water-tight compartments, 
inte which she is divided extensive pre- 
cautions and the latest possible appara- 
tus have been installed for dealing with 
any outbreak of fire. An elaborate fire 
foam system of extinguishers have 
been fittéd in addition to pump and 
hand appliances and a carbonic acid 
gas installation capable of protecting 
the vessel’s public’ rooms and boiler

The kitched’s e new. liner are 
replete with allsthe latest appliances 
and ideas, and the cooking for thé first, 
second and tourist third class passen- 
gers will be carried out by electricity.

CRIME 


MR. MASON’S LAMENT 


Lord Darling's _ _ long experience in 
the criminal courts has confirmed -his 
belief that there are people who, apart 
altogether from the gains of wrong 
doing, take pleasure in crime for its 
own sake. Happily he believes quite 
as strongly that there are people who 
are not in the least likely to be tempt- 
ed to crime. Speaking at. the Forum 
Club on “Crime in fact,” Lord Derling 
said he had aways doubted the truth 
of Richard Baxter’s comment -on see- 
ing @ criminal ‘pass by:—“There but 
for the grace of God goes . Richard 
Baxter.” Those.who read-Baxter’s life 


must feel that nothing: could have put- 


him into that” position... -. 


“There are lots of people,” said Lord 


Darling, “who would rather die of star- 
vation than steal, many poor people 
who would rather live in extreme 
poverty than do a dishonourable action. 
And there are people much wealthier 
than I should care to be who’ cannot 
keep their hands from. picking and 
stealing or their tongues from sland- 
er; people who will seek opportunities 
for doing evil things that affo-d them 
definite satisfaction. Other people are 
not to blame when these men go wrong, 
nor are they to be praised when the 
good men go right.” 

It was useless to say that some of 
these criminals who loved crime must 
betause they were criminals be pitied, 
coddled, and endowed with rest homes. 
The people who were ‘inclined to crime 
atid enjoyed it should: be made to suf- 
fer. “There are. professional crimin- 
als’ organisations, gengs-who posséss | 
motorcars and.lead lives.of Inxury, and. | 
in some parts of. the.: world there are 
more of them than. in others.” 


The Root of the Law 
Lord Darling made an interesting ex- 
cursion back to, the days of our 
aboriginal British ancestors te show 
where the national law with regard to 
criminals took root.- He seid the truth 
enunciated in philosophical terms by 
Jeremy Bentham, that a criminal -act 
must be. punished or. have a widespread 
disastrous effect on the life of the 
community had begn realised centuries 
ago by the ‘common ‘sense of the people 
and penalties exacted for crimes of 
theft or violence.

EGYPT'S LATE: HIGH | 
COMMISSIONER 


A GREAT RECORD 

Mr. F. H. Brown, C.1-K. wrote in a 
Home paper when Lord Lloyd 
(then Sir George) wag 
High Commissioner for Egypt:— 

Sir George Lioyd will enter upon 
his. High Commissionership in 
Egypt. with a 
achievement, Diplomacy, travel, 
practical business in the great bank 
which bears the name of his family, 
eight years of parliamentary life, 
extraordinarily varied and. adven- 
turous-service in the War, intimate 
study of the East—all. these: had 
been his before he found, when still 
under 40, his natural bent for ad- 
ministration as Governor of Bom- 
bay. 

As a statesman he has insight 
and courage. - It has only recently 
become . known that it was Sir 
George Lloyd who, in the fateful 
hours at the close of July 1914, 
when British policy in respect to 
the German challenge was in the 
balance, sought out Mr. Bonar Law 
and Lord Lansdowne and urged the 
imperative necessity of giving 
spontaneous pledges of. support te 
the Asquith Government if it stood 
by France and Belgium. 


Resistless Energy 

This resistless energy and high 
purpose: was carried to Bombay, 
where Sir George, more than any 
Briton in India—at least, since the 
days of Lord Curzon—was “The 
Man Who Gets Things Done.” Yet 
he had much less favourable atmos- 
phere than the imperious Viceroy of 
a quarter of a century ago. Within 
a few months of his arrival, in 
December 1918, he was confronted 
with ari outbreak of violence at Ah- 
medabad and other towns in Gu- 
jerat. The firmness and decision 
with which the situation was hand- 


led was never a subject. of. Indian * 


complaint, whereas later the coun- 
try rang with denunciations of the 
contemporaneous martial law re- 
gime in the Punjab, and more par- 


ticularly of the Amritsar happen- / 


ings. . 

By the rise of the non-co-opera- 
tion, movement under the inspira- 
tion of Mr. Gandhi, : whose head- 
quarters were at Ahmedabad, the 
Lloyd policy of insistence upon law 
and order without checking legitim- 
ate political activity was severely 
tested. .The Govertiment of - India 
showed an excessive patience, and 
at last Sir George followed up ear- 
lier remonstrances. by the plain de- 
claration that unless the Mahatma 
was arrested he could not remain 
responsible for the. maintenance of 
public tranquillity: in the Presid- 
eney. 

The arrest was made, and in that 
hour died the popular -fable .that 
the. Government dare. not touch 
Gandhi. 
is -dead.

THE CRYSTAL 


WHAT MALAYA IS DOING 


The Wireless: correspondent of | 


“The Singapore Free Press” 
writes :— 


In the early stages of dévelon: 


{ment when three electrode valves 


began to oust the crystal detector 
the general design was unit con- 
struction. Shore, ship.. and ama- 
teur stations were all equipped 
with crystal, magnetic and elec- 
trolytic detectors. To secure in- 
crease in signal-strength . valve 
amplifier units were added to 
existing instruments. Each unit 
had its own set of low and high 
tension batteries. Valve detector 
units were then introduced fully 
‘equipped with separate batteries. 
At one end of the detector outfit 
were two output terminals ~ t 
which a pair of headphones or the 
primary ‘of the note-magnifier 
transformer could be fixed. As 
more amplification was needed 
the cost.of batteries would have 
been prohibitive so one set of -bat- 
teries was made common to all. 
This brought'in back-coupling, the 
enemy of radio enthusiasts up to 
As long 45 
Morse signals were received no 
one took the trouble to cure the 
fault but when ‘broadcasting com- 
menced manufacturers got busy 
improving components such as 
transformers, ete. The only item 
which has received very little at- 
tention was the headphones. 


The Receiver Explained 

In order thoroughly to under-- 
stand the receivers 
must: divide a .set into sec- 
tions and imagine : each- to 
be a unit in itself ~ similar 
to early designs. Each high ten- 
sion battery. tapping signifies the 
last connection of the preceding 
unit with a break in it either for 
headphones or primary winding of 
a transformer .to link the text 
stage.

OPTIMISTIC DELEGATES 


P The Hague, Yesterday.

The latter consider the evacua- 
tion of the Rhineland is no long- 
er a matter for argument. and the 
German delegation will insist upen 
this claim being settled indepen- 
dently of other problems. Far- 
thermore, if the conference desires. 
to liquidate financially the conse- 
quences of the war, the demand 
for a.
